If another war broke out “we 
must win it quickly and decisively, 
so that these arsenals cannot be 
brought into ‘Hon.”* 

The Chief of Staff said that Egypt 
was keeping to the interim agree- 
ment, except for minor infractions. 
This proved that the agreement 
was important to them. While 
changing over from the Russian to 
the U.S. weapons system, the Egyp- 
tians were passing through a period 
of weakness which would undoubt- 
edly affect their attitude towards 
us. “But the Russians are not com- 
pletely out of the picture. It is too 
early to judge if the strengthening of 
the U.S. position in Egypt is good 
for Israel," he added,

Israel has said it will not co- 
operate with the committee, which 
was by the General As- 
sembly resolution of November 10 
to work out a programme for at- 
taining the “Palestinians’ rights to

"to return to property from which 
they were uprooted in four Middle 
East wars.” The resolution calls 
for the committee to report by next 
June 10. 


At the United Nations, Israeli 
Ambassador Haim Herzog charged 
that the Assembly's decision to es- 
tablish the committee furthered an 
avowed intention of Syria, other 
Arab delegations and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization “to annul 
the present negotiating process pre- 
vailing in the Middle East and to

Peres told U.S. 
is awaiting 
‘proposals

WASHINGTON. — Israel Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres told Amer- 
jean officials and Congressmen 
during his two-day visit to Wash- 
ington not to expect very much 
diplomatic movement in the Mid- 
die East during the coming year, 
but at the same time not to ex- 
pect a resumption of hostilities. 

The U.S., however, is said to be 
awaiting proposals from Israel 
and the Arabs on a “suitable next 
step.” 

Zt is understood that although 
Mr. Peres was promised that an at- 
tempt would be made to speed up 
deliveries of certain equipment, no 
specific delivery date was given. 

Peres, who was due to leave New 
York last night, believes that Syria 
will not resume hostilities because 
they are continuing to strengthen 
their coalition of partners, including 
Iraq. Jordan and the PLO. 

The Defence Minister has been 
saying that the Arab world ig cur- 
rently faced with a split between 
this pro-Syrian coalition and a less 
extreme coalition of Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia and also Iran. The two coa- 
litions, Peres has told the Amer- 
icans, are building up their arms 
coffers, but are not ready to go to 
war against Israel because arms 
shipments are still in the pipeline. 

Because of the presidential elec- 
tion in the United States next No. 
vember, Peres has candidly conce- 
ded, Israel does not foresee much 
room for negotiations since Prime 
Minister Rabin’s' Government is 
taking 2 wait-and-see attitude. 

During a 30-minute meeting with 
Sen. Henry Jackson yesterday morn- 
ing, Peres was told that the Ford Ad- 
ministration is probably “not ca- 
pable” of mediating another diplo. 
matic step in the Middle East before 
the elections. 


Shortly after the Jackson meet-" 


ing, Peres flew to New York be- 
fore returning to Israel. He was 
in the U.S. this week meeting with 
Defence Secretary Donald Rums- 
feld, Under-Secretary Joseph Sisco 
and other Administration officials 


and δι en. He also appeared 
on behalf of Israe) Bonds in several 
cities. 

Peres does not believe that there 
is any rush to begin diplomatic nego- 
ations at this time, according to 
individuals who have spoken with 
him. The Defence Minister says that 
this is currently Israel's major dif- 
ference with the U.S., which wants 
continued diplomatic movement. 

Although Peres came away from 
his talks at the Pentagon Tuesday 
with a promise from Rumsfeld that 
he would attempt to speed up de- 
liveries of equipment already con- 
tracted by Israel, but delayed, che 
Defence Minister is not believed to 
have received any specific as- 
surances regarding the date of de- 
livery of these items. Israel, for 
example, wants tanks, certain ar-- 
tillery and other military equipment’ 
already promised by Washington 
to be shipped, but the Administra- 
tion says that “technical” problems. 
are holding them up. 5 

Nevertheless, sources close to Pe- 
res sought to leave the impression 
that the meetings at the Pentagon, 
during which Sisco also partici 
pated, were very important, and 
that vital decisions were reached. 

Sisco met with Peres again Tues- 
day evening at the State Depart- 
Ment to discuss political steps in 
the Middle East. They reviewed 
recent developments at the Security 
Council, the Israeli air strikes 
against Lebanon and other issues 
of bilateral concern, especially aid. 

Informed sources here said that 
Sisco assured Peres that the U.S. 
would use its Security Council veto 
next month te block any changes 
in Resolutions 242 and 338. Accord- 
ing to the sources here, Sisco said 
that Assistant Secretary Atherton 
is currently in the Middle East to 
clarify this U.S. position to the 
Arab states so there could be no 
misunderstanding next month.

_ Histadrut meets on its 
own plan for economy

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut Cen- 
tral Committee is meeting this morn- 
ing to discuss its proposals for a 
policy on wages, subsidies and taxes 
for 1976, prior to meeting with Fin- 
ance Minister Rabinowitz tomorrow. 

The 22 members of the Central 
Committee will examine _ proposals 
by Yehoshua Voshcina and a group 
of economists. These recommend 
that the labour federation's top body 
decide itself om matters such as 
cost-of-living allowances, maximum 
and minimum wages, and the frame- 
work for social benefits, but leave 
wage agreements in each sector to 
be negotiated separately, 

The memorandum — which covers 
20 pages — argues that both pro- 
fits and production have increased 
since wages were last fixed; work- 
ers should receive part of the profits. 

To encourage workers to move in- 


to enterprises which produce for 


export, bonuses should be given not. 


only to. the exporters but also to 
their employees, the document says.

‘another recommendation is that 
negotiations for new wage agree- 
ments in the service sector be post- 
poned until after agreements are 
concluded im the production sector.

‘Drastic’ steps promised if 
wages frozen in services

HAGA. — The district committee 
of the Civil Servants Union, repre- 
senting some 12,000 workers here, 
yesterday passed a resolution pro- 
mising “drastic action” if the Gov- 
ernment makes one-sided decisions 
— such as a wage freeze in the 
civil service — without first nego- 
tiating with them. Seventy-two de- 
legates representing all Government 
-offices attended the committee meet- 


The committee also objected to 
discharging civil servants. “During 
the last year 450 new ones were 
employed by Government offices, and 
firing some would affect the quality 
of service to the public at 2 time 
when services are heing expanded,” 
a union spokesman was quoted as 
saying. 


The committee had further com- 
plaints. It promised to “oppose with 
vigour” the abolition of summer 
hours if carried out without nego- 
tiations. The trend “to create con- 
flict between production workers 
and those employed in the services” 
also was censured. 

The committee called for improve- 
ments in gradings and paying a 
premium to those retiring officials 
who bad not claimed sick pay dur- 
ing their service. 

The Haifa Labour Council will 
submit the committee's demands to 
the Civil Service Commission and 
the Government offices when new 
labour agreements are negotiated. 
Council secretary Avraham Hameiri 
also opposed the proposal that 
labour agreements should be renew- 
ed in one labour sector and be 
frozen in another. 


Cease-fire between 


teachers and computer

The teachers are hoping 
there will be no more computer 
errors. 

The teachers have now dropped 
their legal suit against the ministry, 
waiting to see how the new agree- 
ment will be implemented. In ‘the 
past the ministry failed to meet 
several deadlines. But even the teach- 
ers agree that the computer's per- 
formance is now much improved. 

The ministry estimates that some 
10,000 teachers in the country Have 
back pay due them. The teachers 
for their part have undertaken to see 
that those overpaid because of com-

of the UN International Women’s 
Year Conference in Mexico City 
will be brought before an interna- 
tional seminar of women trade 
unionists, now in Tel Aviv.

New Zealand at top of 
1976 inflation stakes 


PARIS. — New Zealand will have 
the highest inflation rate next year 
of 24 main Western industrial na- 
tions, and West Germany the low- 
Ω Organization “for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) predicted here yesterday. 

It said in ita six-monthly review 
of prospects for the industrial 
‘Western world that New Zealand's 
tate would be 17 per cent, compared 
with 15 per cent this year.

It has strategic Tu-16 -medium 
bombers (about 100), ILr28 light 
bombers (about 150-200) and Chi- 
nese-made F-9 fighter bombers 
(about 300). The last-named are 
guitable only for tactical missions. 

China’s progress on the strategic 
ballistic missile has been rather 
slow and fauity. 

‘According to U.S. and British es- 
timates, its strategic-missile force 
consists of about 50 MREMs (range 
around 1,500km) and 20-30 single- 
stage IRBMs (range 2,500-3,500 
Jom).

Kang Sheng, 
China’s No. 4, 
dead in Peking 


HONGKONG. Kang Sheng, 
fourth-ranking member of the Chi- 
nese Communist hierarchy, died on 
Tuesday in Peking, aged 77, ft was 
announced Tuesday. 

A. lifetime close supporter of 
party chairman Mao Tse-tung, Kang 
once headed the party's secret. police 
and inteJligence apparatus. But his 
death will do Uttle to alter the 
jockeying for power that has emier- 
ged with the aging of Mao and the 
prolonged itiness that has incapaci- 
tated Premier Chou En-lai. 

The frail, myopic Kang, one of 
the party's five vice-chairmen, had 
been virtually inactive for several 
years, possibly as a result of over- 
work during the chaotic Cultura] 
Revolution in the middle and late 
1960s, During that period he was 
Key man in a special cultural- 
revolution group set up in the party 

Mao. 


made ony a few public appearances 
during the past five years. Among 
the last was bia attendance at the 
fourth National People’s Congress 
in January. « 

It was Kang who encouraged 
Mao's marriage to Shanghaj movie 
actress Chiang Ching. Thanks to 
the goodwill built up with Mao and 
Chiang Ching ‘he survived the ups 
and downs of Communist intrigue 
for more than three decades, even 
though he was from a big landlord 
family and had undergone criticism 
in the 1930s. 

He is the second Politburo mem- 
ber to die this year. Tung Pi-wu, 
former Acting President of the 
Republic and one of the 12 founding 
members of the party, died in April, 
and has not been replaced. Both 
Kang and Tumg were considered 
“safe" votes for Mao on the Polit- 
buro. But their demise will really 
have little effect in this regard be- 
cause Mao ‘himself is playing 4 less 
active role.

THE DANGER facing the economy 

Is that the proposed IL84 billion 
budget for 1976/77 may not be 
applied as it stands, Professor Ben- 
Porat, of the Hebrew University, 
cautioned, In an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post Monday. 

The Government has overspent 
during the current year by over 10 
per cent, with the ald of supplemen- 
tary budgets. If it does the same next 
year and spends over 11,80 billion, 
that will be a catastrophe, he said. 

In order to avold such an even- 
tuality, there has to be a bigger 
reserve in the budget than previous- 
ly for unforeseen contingencies — 
and two contingencies in particular. 
First, a good many firms have suf- 
fered serious financial losses this 
year, and the number will be greater 
in 1976, The authorities have to 
decide beforehand how much aid 
they will extend (even though it will 
not be distributed indiscriminately). 
A reserve is necessary for that. 

Secondly, funds should be set aside 
in case the revenue collected falls 
short of predicted levels. Professor 
Ben-Porat suspects that estimates 
have been stretched, both of bond 
sales and income tax. 

Taking all this into consideration, 
it is evident that the Treasury haa lit- 
tle room to move. Yet Ministers are 
already clamouring for more than 
their present allocations. This is the 
first opportunity to force economies 
by making it clear to each depart- 
ment that there is no further money 
to be had. "The Knesset and its 
Finance Committee could check that 
no Ministry geta extra sums even for 
essential] purposes, until it has cut off 
every bit of superfluous fat."" 


Retirement at 60 for 
2 million Frenchmen

2 PARIS. — 
FROM NEXT JULY about a tenth of 
France's work force will be entitled 
to take their retirement on a full 
State pension from the age of 60, in- 
stead of 65. This will mark the first 
stage of a work revolution which is 
uniting both senior executives and 
unskilled workers. 

Although trade unions are con- 
tinuing their guerrilla warfare on 
wages, particularly for low-paid jobs 
in publicly-owned industries, the 
general strategy on pay is taking 
third place behind that on retirement 
and a longer-term campaign on the 
reduction of working hours. This is 
despite the fact that the disparity 
between top and bottom wages is 
higher In France than any other ma- 
jor Western industrialised State and 
that the Frenchman stays longer at 
his desk or machine than his Ger- 
man or British counterparta. 

Both the big Communist and 
Socialist-led trade unions have sens: 
ed that a major campaign on wages 
would make little headway in pre- 
sent economic conditions, par- 
ticularly as only one in four 
Frenchmen is a union member. 
Meanwhile the reduction of work 
hours from the present maximum of 
50 and the national average of 42 is 
not ἃ popular cause with a large part 
of the manual working force on short 
time and receiving compensation 
based on maximum hours. 

But union policy, general senti- 
ment and Government interests 
have combined to ensure a rapid vic- 
tory on retirement. While the 
Government is both interested in 
creating more jobs to offset more 
than a million unemployed and add 
to the President's claims of an ‘‘ad- 
vanced liberal society,’ a deep psy- 
chological change in work attitudes 
has joined white and blue collar

He is not disturbed at the pause in 
economic growth. *‘We have in- 
creased our GNP rapidly in the past, 
but at the cost of ἃ rapidly increasing 
dollar debt, We must take this oppor- 
tunity of rearranging our affairs, s0 
that we can return perhaps ta a 
slower rate of , but ane that is 
more economic in terms of foreign 
borrowings." 

He regrets the decision to use tax 
rebates 85 a way of encouraging ex- 
ports. Professor Ben-Porat, who was 
a member of the five-man Ben- 
Shachar committee on tax reform, 
stressed that incentives should be 
given to export Industries, but not in 
this way. ‘‘Tex rebates have a 
manner of spreading," he cautioned. 

Another minor point of criticism is 
the decision to increase national in- 
surance contributions: “It isa taxon 
wage bills,"* he explained — “like the 
payroil tax." It penalises firms that 
employ a lot of labour. A better 
method would have been to Increase 
the proposed value added tax. That 
Is a levy not just on wages, but on all 


turnover — which fs more sensible, 
he thinks. 


children or more who have worked in 
manual jobs.

The move is considered the thin 
end of the wedge. The Government is 
aware that if generalised retirement 
were to be introduced at 60, it would 
create 600,000 jobs a year. Although 
the eventual overall cost of $2.800m. 
δ year will slow the process, the en- 
tire manual work force should be 
getting early retirement by 1980. 


THE EASE with which this revolu- 
tion is beginning is doubtless due to 
the remarkable change in attitude of 
white collar workers, whose vote and 
influence is vital for the Govern- 
ment. Ten years ago a survey among 
France's million white collar 
workers in private industry showed 
that only 17 per cent of those who 
went into early retirement chose to 
do so: 51 per cent of senior and junior 
executives wanted to continue in 
their jobs after 65. 

A new survey now shows that 71 
per cent of all white collar workers 
in private industry want to retire 
before 65, with the most dominant 
reason being a simple desire to enjoy 
@ more varied life. 

Sensing the generalised fall-off in 
interest in work after 60, several 
major firms have had to introduce 
graduated retirement schemes. At 
Michelin the working week js reduc- 
ed by one day for each year after 60; 
at Gillette the annual holiday is 
gradually increased over the last 
five years before retirement. 

Psychologists have marked May 
1968, when students sparked off a

THE SUPREME COURT dismissed 
an appeal against a judgment of the 
Tel Aviv District Court delivered on 
July 8, 1975 (in A.C. 48/75). 

Upon the insistence of a concerned 
neighbour, the appellants’ infant 
daughter was brought by them to the 
hospital in 1970 in ἃ state of near- 
fatal neglect. She remained in the 
hospital for eight months without 
their visiting her once or even en- 

after her welfare, and after 
she was placed with a foster family, 
with her parents’ consent, they 
visited her onty once, in 1975 — and 
then only upon the insistence of the 
welfare officer — despite the fact 
that the child's foster home was 
within walking distance of their own 
home. The appellants never even 
bothered to phone and enquire after 
the child's welfare during all the 
years she was in her foster home. 
Nor did they contribute towards the 
cost of her hospitalization or the ex- 
pense of keeping her in a foster 
home. 

In 1975 the child was placed with a 
family who wished to adopt her. 
When the parents heard about this 
they objected to her being adopted. 
The Attorney General thereupon 
applied to the Tel Aviv District court 
for a declaratory judgment to the 
effect that It was entitled to give an 
adoption order without the consent of 
the child's parents by virtue of sec- 
tion 11/1) of the Adoption Law, 1960, 
which provides that: A court may 
make an adoption order even 
without the consent of a parent 
where any of the following has been 
proved to its satisfaction: (1) the 
parent has abandoned the adoptee or 
has constantly failed to fulfil his duty 
towards him..." 

‘The District Court refrained from 
holding that the parents had com- 
pletely abandoned their child, but 
did find that their failure to fulfil 
their duties towards her “cried out to 
the heavens" and that, in ccnse- 
quence, the court would be entitled, 
when the time came, to issue an 
adoption order without the parents’ 
consent. 

In the appeal against this judg- 
ment to the Supreme Court Mr. 
Schechter appeared for the 
appellants and Mrs. P. Albeck, 
Assistant State Attorney, for the 


respondent.

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JUDGMENT 

Justice Cohn, who delivered the 
main opinion of the Supreme Court, 
noted that the appellants’ counsel 
had not attempted to challenge the 
District Court's factual findings, but 
had argued that even in the factual 
circumstances established by the 
District Court the appellants could 
not be said to have falled to fulfil 
their duty towards their child within 
the meaning of section 1111) as the 
duties therein referred to were, in 
his opinion, not moral ones, but the 
express Ones specified in section 15 
of the Capacity and Guardianship 
Law: that is, to care for the needs of 
the minor, including his education, 
and so forth. Since these needs, he 
had argued further, had been taken 
care of by the welfare authorities, as 
the appellants’ agents, there was no 
cause for the appellants to do so. 

He could not allow this two-fold 
argument, held Justice Cohn. For, 
first, the duties referred to in section 
11(1) of the Adoption Law are not 
only such duties 85 are expressly 
provided for in section 15 of the 
Capacity and Guardianship Law, 
both for the simple reason that this 
latter law was enacted after the 
Adoption Law, and also for the 
reason that the term ‘‘duties” in the 
Adoption Law is not a technical-legal 
one, but was intended to give expres- 
sion to the natural relationship 
between parents and their children. 


When, he continued, a parent 
behaves in such a manner as to show 
manifestly that he waives all his 
rights to his children — that 15. by 
grossly neglecting them and refus- 
ing to fulfil any of his natural and 
legal duties to show concern for 
them, clothe them and provide for 
them — then he will be deemed to 
have “‘constantly failed to fulfil his 
duty towards them" within the 
meaning of section 11(1). However, 
as long as a parent fulfilg some 
duties towards his children (even lf 
he cannot, or will not, fulfil all of 
them) and thus shows that he does at 
least regard them as his children, 
there would be no justification for 
deeming him to have walved all his 
rights of parenthood. 

In the case under consideration, 
Justice Cohn went on to hold, the 
appellants’ behaviour towards their 
child showed complete disavowal of 
all their duties towards her — and 
thus algo of their rights — and as this 
behaviour had continued consistent- 
ly for a long time before the question 
of adoption had arisen, they must be 
deemed to have “‘constantly failed to 
fulfil their duties towards their 
child,"" within the meaning of section 
11(1) whatever their reasons might 
now be for fighting bard to prevent 
their child from being adopted.

The Pistrict Court judge. con- 
tinued Justice Cohn, had settled any 
doubts he might have had as to any 
possible change of attitude towards 
their child on the part of the 
appellants, by holding that whatever 
the reason for this might be, the good 
of the child now demanded that she 
be given for adoption and taken 
away from her parents, This conclu- 
sion had been challenged by the 
appellants’ counsel, who had argued 
that parents have the right te object 
to their children's being adopted 
even if this were for the children’s 
good. 

The answer to this argument, 
however, is, he held, that there is no 
judicial proceeding with respect to 
children in which the good of the 
child is not the paramount con- 
sideration, and this includes adop- 
tion proceedings, Even the 
Jegislature’s demand that a child not 
be adopted without the consent of its 
parents is, he heid further, based on 
the fact that the good of the child 
demands that it not be removed from 
parental care and the parental home 
without the consent of parents who 
have some vestige of love for it, as 
the legislature generally prefers the 
good which accrues to a child from 
growing up in his own family to the 
good which might acerve to him in 
the home of strangers. However, in 
the particular case under considera- 
tion, the circumstances were such 
that the good of the child certainly 
did not demand that she be left with 
parents who had failed in all their 
duties towards her constantly and 
consistently, and for this reason 
their consent to her bemg adopted 
‘was not required. 

As to the second part of the. 
appellants' argument, continued 
Justice Cohn, he could not agree that— 
where the needa of a child are cared 
for by a welfare state, the parents) 
have no duties towards it. For in κάτω 
dition to the fact that a parent also~. 
owes his child love, pity and-- 
tenderness, the duties of parents~. 
towards their children are personal> 
duties which cannot be fulfilled= 
through any agency. Even in at 
welfare state — and perhaps es-« 
pecially in a welfare state — a per-> 
son may not evade his duties» 
towards his spouse and children, and” 
even towards his parents because he 
is sure that someone else will care — 
for them. On the contrary, he will be 1.‘ 
called upon to recompense any other™ 
body, including the state authorities, -* 
who has taken over his duties.> 
towards his family, as witness -the. 
appropriate provisions of the law. ™ 

The appeal should, therefore, be i: 
dismissed.

directed inward. For no matter how firmly persuaded the Prime 
Minister and most of his ministers and most of his party may 
be ebout Israel’s course, there can be little doubt that they 
have failed to persuade opinion and opinion makers abroad. 

In part this is perhaps natural. Foreign politicians, and the 
opinion makers they influence, who are intent.on pursuing 
interests in the Arab world, even at Israel’s expense, will not 
be easily deterred by Israeli argumentation alone. 

However, the United States is not, say, France. And while 
the Government cannot be accused of taking the support of 
American public opinion for granted, it has failed to make 
the arts of persuasion and explanation an integral part of the 
foreign policy process. It has watched Dr. Kissinger, for 
example, control the American media for his own purposes, 
in the case of the negotiations for the interim settlement with 
Egypt, without developing the readiness or the mechanisms 
to counter such uses of the power of the press. 

Tt has in sum failed to appreciate that while politics and 
especially international politics is a game of power and interests, 
it is also a matter of how power and interests are perceived 
—— and in a democracy like the U.S. perceived by a large and 


varied public. 
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Power and perceptions 


from Washington yesterday the 
meeting between Defence Minister Shimon Peres and the new 
of Defence, Donald Rumsfeld, was marked by a 
broad measure of understanding of Israel's needs. 

This understanding fundamentally persists as well on the 
political level, where Israel and the U.S. are intent on blocking 
a Soviet-Syrian effort to undermine America's diplomatic pre- 
dominance in the Middle East by invoking the UN Security 
Council. Moscow and Damascus would seek to alter both the 
framework and substance of the American-directed effort to

Jt is to dissuade the Syrians from such a course that Dr. 
Kissinger has sent his top aide, Alfred Atherton, to the area, 
but on the basis of past performance, Damascus will no doubt 


Yet despite the basic agreement that exists between Jerusa- 
lem and Washington, and the Ford Administration’s readiness 
to grant Israel generous material aid, there has been a notable 
erosion of support for Israel's present political posture, both 
in the American press and to some degree in the Congress. 

The change can be traced to a whole cluster of causes. 
Americans to the left of the political spectrum are impatient 
over the Palestinian issue, though they refuse or are unable 
to see the dangers and difficulties in facile calls for ἃ new 
Palestinian state. Others, more to the right, are impatient to 
improve America’s relations with the Arab world, and see 
Israel as an obstacle. Still others are dubious about the extent 
of aid to Israel, and the danger of American military involve- 
ment. At a time when many Americans lack the perception 
and will to beat back threats ta American interests elsewhere 
in the world, such political weuriness can affect attitudes to 


Beyond these generalized attitudes of some groups, there is 
also a willingness of some Administration officials to deploy 
the mass media against Israel for immediate tactical ends. 
But while the aim may be tactical, the accumulation of cri- 
ticism against Israel for this or that failure to heed the 
American line, can have longer-range effects. And it may well 
be thet Israel is now paying a price in the American media 
and to a degree in the American public, for the efforts of Admi- 
nistration officials seeking to manipulate the media for short- 


range goals. 
To a large extent, however, the blame for this must also be

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WHEN THE PRESENT ERA 
will have faded into the perspec- 
tive of history, the significant 
key to our times will be, not the 
transition from the Holocaust to 
the State of Israel, but a Jess 
dramatic transition; the 


passage of Jewry from the 


Emancipation era to the post- 
Emancipation era. The rise of 
the State is but one of the more 
important aspects of the latter 
phenomenon. 

The first sparks of Hmancipa- 
tion, lit in Holland and thence 
passed to England, burst into a 
clear light in the American and 
French Revolutions. For a cen- 
tury and a half thereafter its 
development dominated Jewish 
life collectively and individually. 
Jews moved from countries of 
oppression to freedom, entered 
fully into the economic, political 
and intellectual life of their host- 
countries and rapidly climbed 
the ladders of success in 
business and academic fields. 
Recent figures in the United 
States, for example, show that 
Jews possess the highest per 
eapita income of all ethnic 
groups. 

The struggle against anti- 
Semitism was not won over- 
night, however. It was a slow 
and costly battle until the 
horrors of the Nazi-fomented 
Holocaust stirred the conscience 


ONES NEEDN'T LOOK at the public 
opinion polls or get a knife in one's 
back to find out that Israelis are 
beginning to hanker after a stronger 
regime. Our honest citizens dream 
at night about an Administration 
capable of setting things right, ahout 
a strong hand, or a military dic- 
tatorship — each according to hia 


outlook, his vocabulary, or the | 


supper in his belly. Some people res- 
pond to this mounting tendency 
among our public with scorn, others 
with dismay, and others again don't 
want to kear about it. But the year- 
ning exists, and we'd be surprised if 
it didn’t. 

For the time being, that's what it 
is: a yearning. 


ISRAEL is a Chosen People in every 
sense of the word. No other nation 
fulfils such a historic mission, 
carries such a heavy load of 
sacrifices under so much grumbling 
and self-contempt. There just is no 
other nation like St in the world. It's a 
vocation and a burden to belong to 
this peculiar people — who move 
mountains while being swept by 
abysmal despair, who build and 
devour their country at one and the 
same time. Above all, however, this 
is a tribe which loves its freedom to 
the point of exaggeration, which has 
always rejected all forms of domina- 
tion and restraint — whether from 
within or without — trom the mo- 
ment it took its first steps on the 
historical stage a good few thousand 


years ago. 

How then does it happen that a 
bunch of rugged individualists like 
that suddenly begins to yearn for a 
strong hand? 

It certainly can't be due to the 
nature of our present rulers, There's 
no question that few dishonest 
regimes were elected as honestly as 
ours. This is a standard multi-party 
Establishment, almost Western and 
almost socialist, with all the light 
and shadow that implies. We have a 
democratic and helpless Parlia- 
ment, an upstanding and spend- 
thrift leadership, an unsufferable 
and efficient bureaucracy. In 
peacetime, even in a time of vic- 
tories, one can live with an Ad- 
Tinistration like that. In an era of 
defeats, of a fight for survival — it 
won't do. 


THE ISRAELI who dreams of a 
strong Government isn't thinking of 
our international] situation, for which 
the idols of the outgoing guard are 
responsible, The Israeli has a hunch 
that he’s not being told the whole 
truth — that President Sadat is a 
sleeping partner of the P.L.O., accor- 
ding to a fairly transparent division 
of roles; that 14 billion dollars' worth 


- of armamenta are bought for no 


other reason than to destroy the 
State of Israel; that American sup- 
port hovers somewhere between 
their sense of partnership with us 
and giving alms to a pest; that the 
Syrians get what they want because 
they can kick up the racket of a peo- 
ple ready for war, whereas our 
Government often looks like a 
frightened peace-pigeon — so much 
that Israelis may sometimes feel a 
pang of envy for the wide powers of 
President Assad... 

Yet for all that, these are not the 
complaints our public makes to its 
rulers. Every reasonable person un- 
derstands that our political situation 
is a direct consequence of our 
mumerical and economic in- 
significance on the world scene. 

The public aspiring to a firmer 
leadership asks quite different 
Questions — questions which have 
nothing to do with numbers, oil, or

The Israeli citizen doesn't see, for 


instance, why we had to wait 25 years 
ta discover that there's also such a 
thing as Jewish refugees from Arab 
countries, the more so since as plen- 
ty of sensible people among ug kept 
shouting just that into the thick ears 
of our officials. The public wants to 
know why and how we've got to a 
point where on the back of every 
dumb citizen engaged in production, 
2.5 clerks sit and check hia wage- 
slip; that under the impact of the Oc- 
tober Revolution in Leningrad one is 
forbidden to build apartments for 
rental in this poor country, but 15 
permitted to get rich, is obliged to 
get rich from index-linked bonds; 
that we suffer from a brain-drain 
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After emancipation. 


of the Gentile world. Those 
stirrings of conscience helped to 
pave the way for the establish- 
ment of Israel and for the accep- 
tance of equality of opportunity 
for Jews, de facto as well as de 
jure. In the United States, for ex- 
ample, laws against religious 
discrimination are faithfully en- 
forced. A Sabbath observer 
there has more job protection 
under the law than in Israel. 
Representations by or on behalf 
of the martyred people has taken 
on an added measure of urgen- 
ey and justice in the free world, 
so that. today, outside of the 
Communist-Arab axis, Jews 
have achieved substantial 
equality. It is not necessary to 
catalogue Jewish achievements, 
as a people and as individuals, 
over the last quarter of a cen- 
tury, to show that a chapter in 
our history is closed and that it is 
now time to re-orient thinking to 
the writing of a new chapter. 


THE THINKING of the over-40 
generation of Jewry, whether in 
Israel or in the Diaspora,-is un-

and get a brawn-gain instead — and 
no one lifts a finger except the 
demonstrators of ‘‘Shinui"’; that the 
great Conference of Jewish Solidari- 
ty was ag stimulating as a sleeping- 
pill; that our universities are full of 
great fellers instead of students; 
that the last remnant of Zionist youth 
are considered law-breakers; that 
the filth on our streets increases 
apace with our foreign-currency 
deficit; and the jack-knife becomes a 
desirable household implement. The 
citizen asks how come that at the 
height of our war of survival every 
dim secretary can parelyse this 
country, that Peretz shuts the har- 
bour, Ziegler the airport, and Birn- 
boim the Treasury ~ a fantastic ab- 
surdity, unique in the annals of em- 
battled nations, How come, for pity's 
sake? 

Is it any wonder then if the public 
decides that its given regime is too 
weak in a time of national crisis? 
The public's longing for a regime 
with decisive authority is quite 
healthy and democratic. It's a sign 
of the life-instinct. 


REGIME, we said. and not leaders. 
We would hazard the assumption 
that Mr. Rabin is not so far away 
from all that's been said above. Yet 
he, like us, is imprisoned in the 
vicious circle of a mummified party 
rule. Most of the errors: oversights 
and blunders committed by the 
Establishment are due to sheer inep- 
titude, to the mediocrity which 
characterizes all regimes of this 
kind in the West. Men of talent are 
frightened off by the monotonous 
rattle of the political mills, and the 
chairs in the Knesset — and in the 
Government, too — are filled with 
third-league players, each of whom 
costs the taxpayer half a million 
pounds per season. 

It works somehow in the fat years, 
‘but not in times like ours. The 
members of the ancient Roman 
Senate, those past masters of 
political wisdom, declared, a dic- 
tatorship for a limited period in 
hours of national peril. Arik Sharon 
calls it an emergency Cabinet. The 
fastidious say: a central government 
with wider powers. The citizen cries: 
just as long as somebody comes! 

That somebody doesn't exist 
among us. Unfortunately, we have 
no Kemal Ataturk — nor, fortunate- 
ly, do we have a Fidel Castro. We 
have no soldiers with enough time to 
spare for making revolutions, nor do 
we fancy Portugal-type 
shenanigans. We are simply crying 
out for a regime which, democratic 
though it be, can turn Beilinson into 
a hospital, Ashdod into a harbour, 
and soccer flelds into soccer -fields. 
We crave for a new leadership which 
will be capable of reducing our 
parasitic bureaucracy with one 
great kick, and of lowering the 
living-standard of our parties; a 
leadership which dares change our 
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: a different head. 


values. In Israel this mood is 
reflected by the almost hypnotic 
hold that academic titles and 
Culture has on the older genera- 
tion. Contrast the mental 
associations between Professor 
and. Rosh Yeshiva! in America 
the drive for Achievement until 
recently was so intense that it 
became the butt of humourists. 
The introduction, “My son, the 
doctor,"’ is a parody on the 
Jewish mother's pride and 
pressure for her son's advance- 
ment.

for lite. We pray for the coming of a 
strong and self-confident rulership 
which can put things in order here at 
home, in our streeta and restaurants.

DEMOCRACY has invented a dic- 
tatorial model of its own — a sort of 
compromise between political liber- 
ty and common sense. It’s called the 
President Principle, and is in force 
today in such ccuntries as the U.S. 
and France. Under a sober-minded 
regime like that they stick to the 
wondrous election game, complete 
with posters, slogans and bands, and 
they even allow the party delegates 
to sit en masse in parliament and 
αι 5. But the government, the 
central authority, is in the hands of a 
crack-team made up of the best 
brains to be got, never mind the 
number stamped on their party-card 
or their glorious record at the 
district-branch. That's how it 
happens that a mediocre functionary 
like Gerald Ford picks the most 
talented men for his aides, whereaz 
our Premier is so surrounded and 
besieged by mediocre functionaries 
— and in a country swi with 
talent at that — that our leadership 
looks like a boat in which each 
member of the crew uses his oar to 
row in a different direction or wham 


It isn't really dictatorship the peo- 
pie in Israel look for, but more sidll 
at the top. Under the present system 
such a change js unfortunately ruled 
out. Anyone who watched the TV 
show of grinning and giggling M.K.s 
debating the Security Council's in- 
vitation to the P.L.O.; anyone who 
heard those interruptions worthy of a 
kindergarten, or the measured 
shrills of the Chairman; anyone who 
just even looks at those vacuous 
faces, will know that nothing can 
change here as jong as the chairs are 
chairs, the gavel a hammer, and the 
tongues awag. 

Our heartfelt wish to wake up one 
day and find ourselves with a 
presidential republic chockful of ex- 
perts and sages is a wishful dream. 
It was easier to prevail upon 
Caligula to take his pension and quit 
than to persuade any of our faction 
leaders to vacate their seats. The 
strong-hand partisans among us can 
do nothing except clamour for a 
weeding of politicians from the 
political scene, and hope for 8 new 
Hanukka miracle. so that the old 
lights that are hardly enough for a 
day won't last us till the end of time.
